Liege— via London, Aug. 7 .— The 
Tenth German Army Corps, reinforc­ 
ed by cavalry, attacked Liege last 
night. 
They crossed a zone which 
had been mined and the mines were 
exploded by the Belgians. 
A whole 
battalion of 
Germans 
was 
killed 
while twelve hundred wounded were 
picked up. 
Not a single iort has fall­ 
en into the hands of the Germans. 
Six Germans, pretending 
to 
be 
English, made their way to the Gov­ 
ernor’s office this 
morning. 
They 
were killed. 
All reports of the fight­ 
ing at Liege agree that the German 
infantry advances in masses holding 
to absolutely close order. This result­ 
ed in heavy casualties.
